There Is a possibUltj, 
that the case will be appealed to the 
United States supreme court.

law provides that the income tax re 
port of firms and Individuals may be 
studied by persons not employed In 
the tax office. 


The action was brought by IVl! 


llam Juneau of 
Milwaukee against 


the state tax commission and the In- 
come tax assessor for Mllwaukee-co. 
Mr. Juneau was the sole complainant 
In the action but he had the moral 
support of most manufacturers 
large taxpayers of the state. 


Xolson Trottman, Milwaukee, 


of Mr. Juneau's attorneys, has said 
that an appeal to the United States 
Supreme court 
will be considered 


alter he has had opportunity to study 
the wording of the state high court's 
decision. 


In dissolving the injunction obtain- 


ed by Mr. Juneau against the tax 
commission, the .court declared that 
question of permitting Inspection of 
Income tax returns and other public 
records Is a matter for

ficials to determine. The court fail- 
ed to find any personal Injury re 
suiting from Inspection of records. 


^"No bona fide controversy is evi- 


dent In the present case," said Jus- 
tice Rosenberry In his opinion.

Ths Justice added that no

was made to obtain Information from 
the plaintiff "under seal of secrecy." 


The court declined to enter Into 


technical discussion of the constitu- 
tionality of the secrecy provisions, 
declaring that no cause for such ex- 
isted, since no injury had been suf- 
fered. 


"There is nothing in the evidence 


which shows that the plaintiff has In 
the past, or will In the future, suf- 
fer any such injury," the 
reads.

The secrecy clause of the income 


tax law was- repealed at the behest 
of Gov. Elaine by the 1922 legisla 
ture.

UNDER HATS OF BROAD BRIMS 
The Quakers have been celebrating 


the 300th anniversary of the birth of 
George Fox, founder of their f belief. 
There are 116,000 of them in the United 
States. Though known as Quakers their 
real name is the Society of Friends. Here 
is a powerful anci-tmique organization. 
For nearly three centuries it has fought 
•war and championed simplicity, truth, 
honesty and democracy. 'Among 
the 


great men it has produced were Benja- 
min Franklin, "William. Penn and John 
Greenleaf iWhittier. .The longer we stu- 
dy them and watch their record and way 
of living, the more we are inclined to be--' 
licve that every Quaker is a great man. 
We have never personally known a Quaker 
that was not a good citizen. 


George Fox, founder of the Quakers, 


tvent to prison many times for daring to 
speak his religious beliefs. Like all great 
men, he had what aje usually considered 
eccentricities. 
One of these was a no- 


-tion that it was an act of worship to take 
off 
one's hat 
to 
another person. 


This was symbolic of a belief that-rever-, 
ence belonged exclusively to the Almighty. 
Fox traveled as a missionary, spreading 
his views.. Steadily he won followers. 
The first Quakers .who landed in New 
York were beaten and deported. Four 
of them were put to death in Boston, by 
the Puritans, who are supposed to have 
stood for religious tolerance. Finally 
they founded 'their own settlement— 
Philadelphia. 


The Quakers are the oldest peace or- 


ganization we have. From Fox, who re- 
fused a captaincy in Cromwell's army 
and pilloried war in all its hideousness, 
on through nearly three centuries, the 
Quakers have consistently opposed the 
•wholesale taking of human life to un- 
tangle the blunders of the politicians 
flatteringly known as diplomats. 


There have been- individual excep- 


tions. Many Quakers willingly entered 
'the American army to fight Prussianism. 
But their chief battle came after the war 
against famine and disease in Europe. 
This battle is still being continued. So 
far the Quakers have expended over tea 
million dollars in European relief. They 
may not take their hats ofi to us. but we 
take our hats off to them—as good citi- 
zens, none better. 


BEFORE AND AFTER 


The breakdown of prohibition'in so 


many parts of the country is not due pri- 
marily 
to shortage 
of 
enforcement 


agents. 
iXor to bribery. Xor to in- 


creased cunning by the liquor ring. The 
real trouble is the disappearance of the 
campaign against John Barleycorn as an 
economic evil and a destroyer. "When the 
"United States went dry, about 2200 of its 
approximately 2500 counties already had 
adopted prohibition, either by local op- 
tion or state legislation. National prohi- 
bition aJlccted only the remaining wet 
districts—a mere fraction of the whole 
country. These 2200-odd counties had 
gone dry voluntarily—by consent of a ma- 
jority of the people. They went dry as 
a result of years of educational and emo- 
tional campaigning against alcohol as an 
evil. King Alcohol wcs preached against, 
lectured against, written against. He be- 
came disreputable and was banished. 


But as soon as national prohibition 


Krcnt into effect, the educational cam- 
paign against him ceased. 
Temperance 


became a matter of obtaining the law 
rather than of personal common sense. 
Public memory is short. People are forget- 


ting the evils of alcoholic abuse. A new 
generation, that wns too young lo be im- 
pressed by "the temperance campaign is 
growiii'r up and toting its flasks. 


Prohibition is a f«rco in many sec- 


tions, largely because it is an attempt to 
stop the selling of boozo instead of stop- 
ping the drinking of booze. 
Booze is a 


temperance problem. Few now look at it 
in that light. 
Instead, they look on it 


as a matter of-obeying a, piece of legisla- 
tion rushed through congress. 
Prohibi- 


tion will continue to be n part failure un- 
til it is approached sensibly as a temper- 
ance problem. Some believe that light 
wines and beer arc tho ways to temper- 
ance.

' PICTURES BY WIRE 


Apparatus for transmitting photo- 


graphs, drawings, printing or handwrit- 
ing has been installed in Cleveland. Pic- 
tures of the Republican convention, and of 
prominent figures participating in it are 
to be wired to the principal cities. The 
system was tested this week when photo- 
graphs'were transmitted from Cleveland 
to New York city and the test was said 
to be wholly satisfactory.. 


The system was developed by the 


American Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, which owns the Bell telephone and 
Western Union telegraph companies and- 
controls the basic radio patents. 
It is 


used on long-distance telephone* wires, 
and the company is so well pleased with 
the demonstration as to state that it is 
commercially successful. 


The principle of the system is the 


transmission of the shadings on a film by 
light beams. The beams regulate auto- 
matically the electric current which pass- 
es through the telephone wire. The film 
is on a cylinder, which rotates much the 
same as the old-fashioned phonograph cyl- 
inder. At the receiving end is another 
cylinder, synchronized to the sending cyl- 
inder. 
A light at the receiving end.is. 


regulated by .the electric current trans- 
mitted from the sending station and re- 
produces the shadings on-the sensitized 
plate or film. 


Experiments have been under way for 


a quarter of a century to invent a pro- 
cess or apparatus for 'transmitting pho- 
tographs. There will be many uses for 
photo'graph transmission. The press will 
send many pictures of events and per- 
sons by wire. It takes only five minutes 
to complete transmission. The police will 
rely on-it frequently to send out photo- 
graphs of suspects. In business it will 
serve purposes of identification and intro- 
duction, and pictures of buildings and 
places of some special commercial signifi- 
cance will be wired here and there. It is 
an altogether remarkable and desirable 
invention. 


MOVING TOWAED INDEPENDENCE 


Government allied in the British em- 


pire have displayed an independent spir- 
it since the close of the world's war. 
They have not been content to let the 
home administration in London settle in- 
ternational problems. Canada was the 
first of the British states to take a decisive 
stand and eet an actual precedent in its 
relations with the United States. Now 
Premier Mackenzie-King recommends to 
the house of commons that Dominion ap- 
proval to the Turkish peace treaty, 
drawn at Lausanne, should be withheld, 
contending that Canada had not been in- 
vited to the conference and was not one 
of the signatories. . 


The situation is somewhat like that 


which existed in the American colonies 
prior to the Revolution. 
"V\"hile there 


were a few leading Americans who be- 
lieved in separation from England, most 
of them retained affection for the moth- 
er-country. None of the members of the 
present commonwealth wishes to break 
with England, except, perhaps. India, 
but Canada and Australia insist on hav- 
ing an active share in settling common 
problems 01 importance. Africa is grow- 
ing decidedly independent. 
All of the 


so-called British colonies will become 
more independent as time goes on. Fur- 
thermore, coercion or force can 
hold the British empire together.

For one who believes as I do In the great value 


of vigorous daily exorcise for keeping a feller well. 
I'm tired of shoveling coal right herb on earth. 
When wo meet down below I hope they'll assign 
me to the oil burner gang. The last ton is the 
hardest. 


When I visit Pontiac to consult one of the psychi- 


atrists there it will-be about one of my patrons in 
Highland Park who appears to be obsessed with 
certain .delusions. For Instance, because I asserted 
that, a cup or two of coffee is harmless and whole- 
some for the average adult he assumes with all tho 
logic of a demented person that one may make a, 
hog of himself drinking coffeo in excess. Again he 
assumes that because I have denied the existence 
of such an entity or disease or condition as "cold" 
or "rheumatism," I deny that anything alls folks 
who are content to label their maladies with these 
meaningless names. 


Certainly I do deny that there is any such disease 


entitv as "cold." or "catarrh," or "rheumatism,"-or 
change of life." or "acute Indigestion," or "nervous 
Breakdown-' or "impure blood." or "weak lungs.' I 
do not deny that these meaningless names are ap- 
plied to innumerable maladies by those who do not 
Scnow. do not care or do not -wish to divulge what 
really is the matter. 
In denying that there is such a. disease entity as 
„ "cold" I fully realize that I may seem to run count- 
er to the teachings of many health authorities and 
the common practice of physicians.' Yet I challenge 
any one to define a "cold" In such terms as any 
other expert or authority on health or disease will 
agree to. The great difficulty In all discussions of 
this subject is that each individual has his own pe- 
culiar conception of what a "cold" Is, and no two 
conceptions coincide. For that reason there is al- 
ways plenty of room lor endless argument, for if 
you get an opponent in a corner you invariably dis- 
cover that ho has been talking of something quite 
different from what you have been talking about. 
I challenge any health authority, physician, scien- 
tist or layman to produce evidence that exposure 
to cold. wet. draft or sudden change of weather pro- 
disposes an individual to any of the disease condi- 
tions which are popularly blanketed under the name 
of "cold." At the same time I know perfectly -well 
that sudden alterations of surface circulation, sudi 
as are produced by heat or cold, say l:r the hot mus- 
tard foot bath or in the cold shower bath, are or- 
dinarily followed by a reaction which Improves the 
lining membrane of the breathing tract. This re- 
action, I maintain, never predisposes to dlsease-

Try To Give 
Public Sugar 
From Corn 


I5Y FREDERICK J. IIASKJN 
WitshiiiKton, D. C.—In a laboratory 


of tho bureau of chemistry, govern- 
ment scientists are making sugar 
from corn. They tako cornstnrcb or 
hominy grits. and put It through a 
number of • processes, and obtain a 
fine, crystallized sugar, culled mal 
lp»o. It IB about three-fifths as sweet 
as tho best or cano sugar on the 
breakfast table. 


H. C. Goro has boen conducting the 


government's laboratory efugar plant 
for about a year, and ho expects, to 
glvo two more years to tho task pi 
making sugar from starch a practical 
possibility. Sugar from rlco and other 
starchy materials as well as corn may 
soon bo Industrial products as a re 
suit of tho government's research. 


The attempt to make maltose fron; 


corn is! not new. A French chemlsl 
produced maltose 50 years ago, bul 
the process was expensive and mat 
toso has always remained a-rare su 
gar. A llttlo of it is made laboriously 
made from time to time. It has a 
market value of from $12 to $15 a 
pound. There ~ls almost no demanc 
for it, and therefore no commercial 
firms have ever tried to evolvo a 
cheap factory process for making It 
It is only made at.all because it is 
chemically pure or very nearly so, and 
.occasionally a scientist need's a pure 
sugar medium in which to raise some 
exacting family of bacteria. 


Mr. Goro-has been studying ways 


of manufacturing 
this rare 
sugar 


with the Idea of bringing it down to 
a practical price level and making 
it a common sugar. Ho says that mal, 
toso can bo manufactured on a large 
scale more cheaply than cane or beel 
sugar. 


It is not likely that corn sugar 


•will replace standard varieties on the 
American table. But the new sugar 
may play an Important part in indus- 
try nevertheless. It can be used to ad' 
vantage in the food industries, par 
tlcularly in the making of bread, can 
dy, and ice cream. Housewives ma} 
also use it in cooking and homo can 
ning. 
The Importance of tho Government's 
research is that it \ promises assis 
tancb to American corn growers. In 
recent years tho'fcrmers have had a 
surplus corn, crop in spite of all', tho 
corn products now made.

weather bureau expert from "Wash- 
ington, and Lieut. James T. Neely. 
a balloon pilot, Philadelphia, were 
killed, four miles south ot Monticello. 


No one witnessed 
the 
accident 


which Is believed to have occurred 
during a heavy rain and electrical 
storm. 


The bodies of the two men were 


found by farmers of the vicinity who 
were passing through the field. Dr. 
Melsinger was thrown clear of the 
balloon and fell a mile from 


the bag. with Lieut. Xeely's body 
entangled In tho ropes, landed. 


Dr. MelKlngrer was one of the fore- 


moat meteorologists In this country. 


The balloon bag was burned and 


portions of the basket were charred. 
Radio and met«ro!oglcal equipment 
was smashed. 


For some time the two aviators 


had been engaged in testing air cur- 
rents during storms and th'ey had ex- 
perienced many narrow escapes. 


The last flight of the balloonlsto 


was undertaken for the purpose of 
preparing a chart of the air currents 
at an elevation of 1.000 feet. 
The. 


balloon had left the flying field at 
Belleville. 111., late Mondhy 
after- 


noon. When last seen it was travel- 
ing northeast. 


Experts said lightning had struck 


the bag and caused an explosion of 
the gas within.
